Greater Canadian Nationhood Under the British Crown 


Notwithstanding the assertion that Canada has recently 
been made a nation she is still a colonial dependency. By 
an act of grace she was invited to send representatives to 
the Peace Conference and to the Assembly of the League 

of Nations, but no change has been made in ovr dependent 
relation to the Government and Parliament of the United 
Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland. There is still a 
Coloniai Minister in Downing Streat, exercising certain 
functons in regard to Canada and responsible to the British 
Parliament and the British elector, but not to the Canadian 
Parliament or the Canadian elector. 

T follow, in desiring a change in that respect, the pol- 
icy of Sir John A. Macdonald at the time of Confederation 

; when he desired to continue subject to the British Crown 

bnt not to a British Minister. Our Constitution—The Brit- 
ce J ish North American Act—was made.and is amendable only, 
by the British elector through his representative in Parlia- 
ment in which a Canadian has no voice, A British Minister 
may still veto our legislation. It has been done twice 
within this generation.

Canada being pre-eminently an agricultural country, 
and the prosperity of all depending more on the prosperity 
of the farmer than on that of the followers of any other 
occupation, government and legislation, so far as they affect 
trade, commerce and production, ought to be more espe- 
cially directed to the interests of agriculture, but to attempt 
to exclude from participation in government all those pur- 
suing other and dependent occupations cannot conduce to 
the prosperity of any country, and the policy ef govern- 
ment by occupational groups to the exelusion of others 
ought not to be supported by so stable a citizen as the Cana- 
J dian farmer

Labor 

The true general prosperity of a country at any time 
is best measured by the seale of wages paid ® the laboring 
man and the artisan. but that depends on the ability of the 
employer to pay, and that again depends on the general 
prosperity of the country, and thus the question runs into 
almost endless ramifications, Wages have always fallen 
5 after a great war. The policy of government ought to be to 
neutralize the evil of a fall in wages. The necessaries of life 
ought to be cheapened by a reduction of the tariff on those 
necessaries, A reduction of duty on the woolens of Leeds, 
the cottons of Manchester, and the shoes of Nottingham, 
would enable the laborer to clothe himself, his wife and his 
children in greater comfort and should be the policy of the 
} country. To make the Canadian maaufacturer rich on the 
. assumption that his riches will percolate downwards and 
improve the condition of the laborer and the artisan is be-
